SOUTH AND NEW ENGLAND 
ARE EQUALLY INTERESTED 


Aldrich Declares the South Has 
as Much at Stake in Protect- 
ing Cotton Mills as New 
England — Direct Appeal Is 
Made by Aldrich for South- 


ern Votes.

Weshington, June 4.—(Special.)— 
Senator Aldrich is making significant 
ang determined efforts to win votes of 
southern senators for the cotton goods 
achedules of the tariff bill. These 
schedules have been under bitter fire 
from Senator La Follette and other re- 
publican progressives, and it will re- 
quire the votes of democrats to have 
them passed. Southern votes must 
qvercome republican defiections. 

In his speech tonight, Mr. Aldrich, in 
explaining the cotton schedules, stated 
that the south is as much, if not more, 
interested than New England in main- 
taining protective duties on cotton 
manufactures. While thie industry is 
diminishing in New England, accord- 
ing to the senator from Rhode Island, 
it is steadily expanding in the south, 
end means much to southern pros- 
perity. To hold in line protection re- 
publicans, Mr. Aldrich represented the 
cottep woclen schedules as the bul- 
wark of protection; to secure the sup- 


port of southern democrats, he pleaded |. 


the interest of certain southern states 
in the subject. 
 £¢rex Southern Senators. 

Both in person and through mem- 

pers. of the finance committee, 
~Aérich has “presented carnest 
ments to southern senators to 
enlist their aid in passing the 
cotton schedules..: Protection for other 
articles in whieh they are interested 
may easily be had now in exchange for 
support for the cotton goods schedules. 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia lead the south in cotton man- 
ufactures, but there is no evidence of 
any wavering on part of the senators 
from any of these states. 

“The amendments which have been 
suggested apply but to a very small 
proportion of the cotton schedule, 
said Mr. Aldrich tonight. “Tf one would 
have listened to the debate one would 
suppose the amendments applied to the 
whole cotton schedule, and that three- 
fourths of rates of Dingley law wouid 
have been increased by these amend- 
ments.” 

Only 10 per cent of the cotton sched- 
ule wag affected by the amendments, he 
added. 

Mr. Aldrich reviewed the history of 
the eotton schedule, saying that in no 
tariff act have there been fixed rates 
so low as the schedule pertaining to 
eotton cloth and cotton manufactures 
generally. 

Bacon Interrupts Aldrich. 

When, Mr. Bacon, of Georgia. inter- 
rupted Mr. Aldrich to assert that Mr. 
Aidrich’s statement in regard to the 
@ifference in the price of cotton in 
1897 and the present time was erro- 
neous, Mr. Aldrich intimated that he 
did not propose to yield the floor for 
questions whilA, he was making his 


statement. ’ 

Reviewing t# various court de- 
cisions in reference to the cotton 
schedule, Mr. Aldrich declared that the 
government has paid out as much as 
$5.000,000 a year as refunds of duties 
on account of decisions resulting from 
ambiguity in the Dingley law. 

Proceeding to show that estimates 
of a@ valorem equivalents of specific 
rates could not possibly be accurate- 
ly figured, Mr. Aldrich said that noth- 
ing could be told, about equivalent 
ad valorem rates in the cotton sched- 
ule. He said it was impossible to do 
so when the value of the goods range 
from .7 cents.to 30 cents a square 
yard. 

High and Low Rates. 

He declared that there were high 
and .low rates in the specfic dates of 
the cotton goods schedule, and the 
foreign manufacturers would change 
their methods of manufacture if nec- 
essary to take advantage of low 
points. 

Declaring that the menace to the 
cotton goods industry of the United 
States will be the manufacture of 
those goods by Japan, Mr. Aldrich 
said that Japan today has four large 
cotton manufactories in operation, 
and said that it would be hard to say 
what would be the result If in the 
next ten years Japan should go ex- 
tensively into the manufacture of 
cotton.

CITY STOCKADE 
ATTACKED “AGATA 


Witnesses Describe Filth 
and Dirt They Saw.

Commissioner

Case of McAfee Gone Into, 
but Continued Again. 


The scathing arraignment of the city 
stockade begun in the police court on 
Wednesday afternoon by Dr. W. W. 
McAfee, of 130 Decatur street, charged 


with violating the prohibition laws, 


and his attorney, James W. Austin, was 


continueq in yesterday’s court, and 
lasted for nearly three hours. The case 
proper was also gone into at some 
length, but was again postponed, and 
will probably be concluded today, be- 
ginning at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Paul S. Etheridge, a well-known 
young attorney, Was the first witness 
to take the stand for the defense. He 
swore that he had visited the stockade, 
and that the places he went to on séev- 
eral different occasions were filthy 


from insanitation. 

L. Cc. Haynes, a lineman, residing on 
Fair street, who was sent to the 
stockade on charges, testified that he 
was present when Walter Durden’s 
hands began to bleed while at work, 
the bloog running down on his pick 
haudle in a stream, and that he heard 
the licks as they were laid on Durden 
at the house because he refused to 
work. He swore that the mattresses 
on which the men slept were dirty, and 
contained many lice. Haynes is at 
present working at the stockade, in 
capacity of wagon driver. 

D. W. Miller, resident on East Pine 
street, who was sent to the stockade 
for “hitting Mike Haggerty with a »*u 
silat,” swore that the fare was rough; 
that the men were compelled to sleep 
on their mattresses on the hard floor, 
and that lice as big as files were on 
the mattresses. H. said he burned his 
clothes after he left the place. He said 
the prisoners were thick as sardines, 
andg-that he had heard the licks of the 
whipping boss descend on three of 
them in the short time he wag there. 
He gave the names of the men. Justice 
of the Peace Jackson swore that he had 
come in contact-with four or five pris- 
oners who had lice to burn on them, 
and that he bought new clothes and 
cremated the clothing of some of them. 
Commiasioner Collier Defends Stockade. 

Drew Liddell, jailer at the Tower, 
swore that the jail authorities had a 
separate place for the washing and 
cleansing of vermin-covered -stockade 
prisoners who Were sent to the jail. 
He said he always asked if they came 
from the stocade, ang that, if so, they 
were buStled immediately into the 
compartment, in order that the jail 
might not become infested with the 
vermin. 

Cuoinmissioner of Public Works H. L. 
Coliier swore that the races and the 
gcxes were separated at the stockade, 
cuntrary to the charges. He said the 
place was ag sanitary and as desirable 
in every Way as possible under the 
circumstances,and that the cdOoking was 
good, so far as he could judge. He 
thought the mattresses were changed 
often enough. He was asked by Colonel 
Austin if he/didn’t know that several 
of the prisoners on April 27 were made 
sick when they worked in the rain ang 
went to bed in their wet clothes. He 
didn't know of an arrangement at the 
stockade/ making it compulsory for the 
men to change their clothes when 
they became wet. He was askea if 
there were not two whipping straps ut 
the stockade, metal-rivéeted, which 
Weighed respectively five and eight 
pounds. He said he didn’t know how 
much they weighed, but he knew they

Several Ooutbreaks. 

There were several incipient riots 
in the northeastern section of the city 
early in the evening but the crowds 
which congregated were driven to 
shelter by a steady rain without hav- 
ing inflicted much damage. Several 
strike breakers were forced to abandon 
their cars and run the gauntlet of 
strike sympathizers, dodging bricks, 
clubs, umbrellas and other weapons oft 
offense. There was a small riot at 
Twelfth and York streets, where a mob 
of several hundred persons took up a 
position along the elevated tracks o1 
the Reading railroad and pelted a 
passing car with stones, coal and 
bricks. The crew and passengers dash- 
ded from the car and the mob, bent 
upon destroying the trolley, made a 
rush for it, but a score of policemen 
drew their revolvers and fired sever- 
al shots into the crowd and they with- 
drew. ‘There were half a dozen arrests 
but no attempt was made to release 
the prisoners from the policemen. 

The present strike has been the 
most complete tie up ever experienced 
by local trolley companies and the 
temper of the people was more violent 
than in the strike of 1895. 


$9,000,000 DEATH DUTY 
PAID BY ONE ESTATE 


London, June: 4.—Except for $325,000 
to be devoted to charity and his em- 
ployees, the will of Charles Morrison, 
comparatively unknown, who died re- 
cently near Reading, leaving an es- 
tate valued at between $50,000,000 and 
$75,000,000, bequeaths the whole of the 
vast fortune to relatives. Not since 
the death of Cecil. Rhodes has such 
a remarkable testament as the will of 
Mr. Morrison appeared. It had been 
printed in pamphlet form and shows, 
in addition to large gifts to relatives 
in recent years, that four persons are 
now made millionaires, namely, a 
brother, a sister and two nephews,

Stanley Moore, attorney for the de- 
fense, who conducted the cross-éxami- 
nation of Scott, admitteq that the 
story of the witness was no surprise 
to the defense, but insinuated by his 
questions that Scott had originated the 
narrative and tried In vain to sél) it to 
the defense, after which he entered 
ihe employ of the prasecution. 

Scott testified that while . working 
for the Union Pacific at Manhattan, 
Kans., he was visited by Handlon, who 
showed him a telegram signed Patrick 
Calhoun, which tnduced him to come 


to San Franciseo, where he accepted a 


position in the claims department of 
the United railroads. 

Mr. Heney in replying to objections 
from the defense, declared that the 
testimony showed a deliberate attempt 
to fabricate evidence tending to dis-

June 4.—Albert T. Pat- 
rick’s appeal for liberty or death 
was denied by the appellate division 
of the supreme court In Brooklyn to- 
day. Patrick had appealed to that 
court for a hearing and a_ writ of 
habeas corpus, which he had’ obtained 
from an individual justice of the su- 
preme cotdrt. ordering the prosecuting 
officers to show cause why he should 
not be released from prison or put 
to death for the murder of William 
Marsh Rice. 

In support of the 
several weeks ago, made a sensa- 
tional personal appeal to the appel- 
late division, in which he declared 
that the commutation of death sen- 
tence to that of life imprisonment 
by Governor Higgins constituted the 
imposition of a sentence worse than 
death. Patrick also attacked the tlte- 
gality of his conviction on the ground 
of conspiracy. All the justices of the 
appellate division today concurred in 
dismissing the writ of habeas corpus. 
The court sufftained the judgment of 
conviction and the commutation of 
his sentence to that of. life imprison- 
ment and ordered Patrick to be re 
manded to Sing Sing prison. 

In the opinion of the court, the 
most striking paragraph was one 
holding that the “degree of punish- 
ment is not determined wy the pref- 
erence of the convict.”

La Follette Knows but He 
. Will Not: Tell. 


Wisconsin Man Says No Man 
Could Tell About Penrose’s 
Conduct Without Violating 
the Rules of the Senate, and 
Therefore He Is Silent. , 


Washington, June 4.—A looked-for 
outbreak from Mr. La Follette, of Wis- 
consin, in response to the references 
to himself made on the floor of the 
senate last night by Mr. Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, and Mr. Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire, was not forthcoming 
when the Wisconsin senator this 
morning resumed his speech on the 
cotton schedule of the pending tariff 
bill. He did not pass the occurrence 
over without comment, but his re- 
marks were not of the character ex- 
pected. He was quite pacific in Mr, 
Gallinger’s case, and the two joined in 
a friendly exchange of words, 

Not Gentle With Penrose. 

Not quite so gentle, however, was he 
in his notice of Mr. Penrose's pro- 
nounced questioning of the reality af 
the Wisconsin senator's iliness, which 
had caused an interruption of his 
speech and a recess to enable him to 
recover and continue. 

“As to the remarks of the senator 
from Pennsylvania,” he said, “I would 
suggest that he would render a very 
important service to the country and 
to his state if he would account for 
the way he spends his time when ab- 
sent from this body than in any effort 
to make an account for my time.” 

Sitting uprightand leaning forward, 
Penrose gave close attention to 
every word of the Wisconsin senator.

In some of the big newspapers and 
weekly periodicals in the north and 
east that are usually republican, but 
occasionally nonpartisan, democratic 
senators are being belabored and 
roundly abused because, forsooth, they 
have broken away from their col- 
leagues on particular schedules and 
voted to place a protective duty on 
home products. 

But sometimes they have been criti- 
cised for supporting a purely reyenue 
duty, and one that is far below duties 
placed on similar products in the 
famed democratic Walker tariff bill. 

All of which publications would seem 
to be intended to hold the democrats 
in congress up to the ridicule and 
contempt of the country and pave the 
way for republican defense of a re- 
publican high tariff bill. If demo- 
cratic efforts can be discredited and 
sand thrown in the eyes of the voters, 
the republicans are in hopes of getting 
away with the most outrageous bill 
sprung 6n the congress in many a day. 

The Progressive Republicans. 

In the meanwhile great praise is be- 
ing doled out to the republican “pro- 
gressives,”’ meaning such senators as 
Cummins, Beveridge, Clapp, Dollivér 
and others who have from time to time 
scored some of the most indefensible 
schedules in the tariff bill. But within 
the past few days the sticking quali- 
ties of these republican senators has 
become a matter of concern to those 
who are honestly hoping for a revenue 


living. 

It 8 probable that the people-at- 
large, who have only a vague idea of 
the way the thing is manipulated, can- 
not easily comprehend the attitude of 
a senator tike Cummins, who excori- 
ates the bill and ends up by declaring 
that he will be regular in the wind- 
up and vote for it. :

This is the character of republican 
harmony that the country will witness 
in the course of a few short weeks. 
And when congress does finally ad- 
journ the Dollivers, Nelsons and Cum- 
minsesand the rest of the much-praised 
“progressives,” will be leading in the 
defense of the Aldrich tariff measure 
on platform, stump and forum. 

On the essentials the democrats have 
supported tariff revision downward in 
the senate debates, and they will do so 
when a final vote is taken. The excep- 
tion is in the case of the Loutsiana 
senators whose tariff views are no dif- 
ferent now from what they were dur- 
ing the consideration of the Dingley 
bill. 

Democratic papers have been vigor- 
ously assailed for supporting a reve- 
nué duty of any character. As much 
was to be xepected. It would be diffi- 
cult to find six men in any party who 
would agree on all the various sched- 
ules of a tariff bill. In fact, divisions 
in the democratic party are not so 
pronounced as they were during the 
consideration of the Wilson tariff bill, 
when the only democratic president 
since the civil war used the expression 
of “perfidy and dishonor” in the criti- 
cism of the position taken by Senator 
Hill, of New York, and the late Sena- 
tor Gorman, of Maryland. 

A Republican Cabal. 

Many of the mugwump and so-called 
Independent papers in the big cities 
that never failed-to line up for the re- 
publican party at election time, have 
led in this effort to make it appear 
that the division on the tariff question 
is all amongst the democrats and that 
an element of that party is about to 
embrace republicanism. There has 
been a systematic effort on the part 
of republican influences with this very 
object in view. The real purpose, of 
course, has been to @etract the public 
mind from the doing of “Aldrich & 
Co.” in revising the tariff upward 
rather than downward. 

The demdcratic party is not a free 
trade party. It is true that about five 
years ago that Bourke Cochran de- 
clared on the floor of the house in 
advocacy of the demolition of all cus- 
tom houses. Republican speakers 
never let him forget that remark, and 
it was not only repudiated by Mr. 
Cochran, but by all of his colleagues 
in cOngress. The democrats in the 
present senate who have not favored 
some form of revenue duty are few 
and far between. The same would be 
true of the house democrats had they 
been permitted to vote on the schéé- 
ules of the bill. Take for instance 
the ten democrats who voted againat 
free lumber. Nearly ell of them have 
or will vote for some form of revenue 
duty. 

The same is true of the senators 
who opposed free iron ore.

MORE COTTON GOODs 


American Exports to the Orient 
Are on the In- 


crease. 


Washington, June 4.—As the resnit 
ef a return toward normal conditic ns, 
the American exports of cotton goods 
to China are again on the increase, 
according to the bureau of Statistics. 
Exports of cotton cloths to China 
averaged in the fiscal years 1905 and 
1906 486,000,000 yards per annum: in 
1907 and 1908 they averaged but 68,- 
000,000 per annum, or one-seventh as 
much as the average of 1905-06. 

“This large falling off,” says the 
Dureau in an official statement, “was 
Gue chiefly at least.to the fact that 
the imports of that country in 1905 and 
1906 were abnormally large and far 
in excess of the actual consuming 
power of that market at a wholesale, 
especially of north China, whose finan- 
cial condition had been so affected by 
events during the war as to reduce 
its purchasing power below the esti- 
mates upon which the large importa- 
tions had been based.” 

The increase in the current fiscal 
year, 1909, is in turn the natura] re- 
sult of the absorptidn in that country 
of the accumulated stocks and a re- 
turn to normal demands upon the sec- 
tions of the world from which China 
has been accustomed to draw its sup- 
plies of foreign-made cotton cloths.

Hon.) Hannis Taylor, of Wash- 
ington, Made Able Address. 
Lawyers Decide Georgia Su- 
preme Court Judges Should 
Wear the Insignia of Office. 


Warm Springs, Ga. June 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The morning session of the 
Georgia Bar Association sprung 4 sen- 
sation in the shape of a resolution, in- 
treduced by T. H. Hammond, provid- 
ing that if the judges of the higher 
court of this state should deem it 
proper to conform to the judicial cus- 
tom of wearing robes as insignia of 
office while presiding, as observed in 
the supreme and other courts of the 
United States, tBeir adoption of the 
custom would be favorably regarded by 


this association. 

After a lively, though dignified, dist 
cussion, participated in by Z. D. Har- 
rison and Alex W. Smith, of Atlanta, 
and H. C. Cunningham, of Savannah, 
the resolution was carried by a good 
majority, and we may soon see our 
state supreme court presenting the 
same dignified appearance as does the 
supreme court of the United States. 

- Judge J. Branham, of Rome, member 
of the Georgia bar for the ordinary 
lifetime, read a paper on “Law Before 
the War,” specially curious phases of 
law which related to slavery. 

Hen. HMannis Taylor Speaks. 

The oration of this year’s associa- 
tion was delivered by Hon. Hannis 
Taylor, of Washington, D. C. His sub- 
ject was: “The Historical School of 
Jurisprudence and Its Fruits.” The 
speech revealed both the student and 
the orator, both the man of original 
research and the popular exporader 
of the results of that research. With 
the wide, strong sweep of an eagle 
wing, he carried his audience where 
they could look down on the panorama 
of the nations and the centuries and 
‘see comparative jurisprudence as it ex- 
ists, side by side with comparative 
philology and comparative religion.

He said that the typical state of 
the future will be one which shall 
have the perfect English constitution 
with the Roman private law, the whole 
discourse being based on the essence 
of his new book, entitled “The Science 
of Jurisprudence,” which has just been 
honored by the Institute of France, 
and which has received the highest 
praise of the greategt jurists of Ger- 
many.

Passing then from the jurisprudence 
of the world to that of the United 
States, he devoted himself to the pa- 
ternity of the federal constitution, 
demonstrating how it sprang from ia 
personal author—Webster—who put 
forward the whole scheme in a single 
paper of thirty pages, published in 
Philadelphia in 1783.

Dramatic Scene at Cell 
of Dr. Cleminson. 


Police Bring Woman Friend 
and She Screams When 
She Looks at the Physician.

Dr. Cleminson, staggering slightly, 
clutched the bars of his cell and re- 
plied:

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AN “INQUISITIVE TAX.” 


In opposing the proposal for an income tax, The New York Tribune ven- 
tures the. opinion that a “minority and possibly a majority” of the members 
of the United States senate: favor the provision, but professes to be unable 
to understand the reason why. 

The main point of The Tribune’s opposition is that the tax is an “‘in- 
quisitive tax.” It says: ‘ 


The income tax is obviously the most Odjectionable and undependable of the 
special taxes so fat considered. I* is an especially hard tax to collect, requir- 
ing the creation’ of an expensive force of agents and the use of methods not in 


consonance with American ideas and habits. 


The Tribune’s able editorial] is interesting, if not convincing. At the out- 
set, it concedes the fact that the Aldrich tariff bill, with its many prohibitive 
rates, will not raise sufficient revenue. That being true, ‘t admits that some 
form of special taxes will be necessary. Its preference is for stamp taxes, 
such as were in force during the Spanish-American war. ; 

But the really amusing argument of the enemies of this democratic leg- 
islation is the statement that it is an “inquisitive” measure. 

If inquisitiveness were a crime in national legislation, spiders would spin 
unmolested their webs over the safedoor of every Amrican custom house. 
If inquisitiveness is not to be tolerated by American citizens, congress may 
as well make no appropriation for the next decennial census. If inquisitiveness 
is to be eliminated from the minds of tax officers, the treasuries of nation, 
state and municipality will suffer in direct proportion es certain tax- 
payers profit. 

But an income tax is not un-American, and the methods which would be 
necessary to collect it do not differ materially from those employed to col- 
lect any other tribute which the government demands for its support. 

There is no apparent reason why an income tax act should produce less 
encouraging practical results in America than in England. Great Britain 
has employed this form of taxation almost continually for nearly seventy 
years. Our special agent abroad reports that last year it netted the gov- 
ernmeft $165,000,000, being levied on a population of 44,500,300 people. This 
was more revenue than was produced by any other form of taxation. The 
inheritance tax produced one-half as much more. 

It is worthy of note that in England income taxes are levied on profits 
resulting from land and shares of stock in corporations, as wel] as on the 
occupation of land and tenements. This is the rock on which constitutional 
lawyers in the United States have split. : 

There is nothing in the nature of an income tax wich would make it 
conform more readily to the needs of a monarchical than of a republican 
form of government. It simply imposes upon men of great wealth, who stand 
more in need of protection from the government for their person and prop- 
erty, reasonable taxes to support and maintain that government. 

The opponents of the income tax measure who advocate bi rdensome. vex- 
atious and constantly annoying stamp taxes will hardly have the support of 
a very large element of the population. 3 

Such a tax, it is true, might collect itself, and, as a rule, bear lightly 
upon those who paid it, but it is not one that the people will submit to 
very cheerfully. °

Construction of Abattoir and 
Packing House, Thus Fur- 
hishing the Farmers With a 
Year-Round Market. 


With the joint purposes of supplying 
Georgia-grown beef to Georgians and 
of providing the farmers of this state 
with a year-round market for cattle, 
sheep and hogs, the White Provision 
Company, of Atlanta, has incrased its 
capital stock from $50,000 to $100,000, 
and will within a few days begin ac- 
tual construction on the most perfectly 
equipped abattoir and packing house 
south of Chicago. 

What this means to the people of 
Georgia is stated succinctly by W. H. 
White, Jr., president of the company, 
when he says: 

“We expect eventually to do our 
share toward materially reducing the 
cost of HNving in this section, and to 
provide the farmers of Georgia and 
surrounding states with an industry 
paralleling in financial importance tre 
annual yield of the cotton crop.” 

At a meeting of the stockholders, 
just held, complete plans and specifi- 
cations for the plant were accepted 
from D. J. Davis & Co., architects of 
Chicago, and the directors authorized 
to at once let the contract. Builders 
have been figuring on the plans and 
specifications for several days, and 
their bids were considered at. the 
stockholders’ meeting. The contract 
will be placed next week, and work on 
the buildings and appurtenances will 
proceed without delay. It is expected 
the plant will be ready for operation 
within a year. 

A Plant With a Big Capacity. 

In a general way, the capacity of 
the plant will be 750 hogs, 200 cattle 
and 300 sheep daily. The management 
anticipates no difficulty in securing 
sufficient of all three from Georgia 
and the states adjacent to run the 
Plant at top capacity.

“No better grazing ground can be 
found in America than right here in 
Georgia. The industry has not been 
developed up to the present time, be- 
cause adequate facilities for handling 
cattle ang hogs in a scientific, econom- 
ical way were lacking. 

“Now that these latter will be sup- 
plied, we look for cattle raising in 
Georgia to gradually grow into one of 
the foremost assets of the state. Of 
course, it will begin in a small way. 
But there is no reason why, in the 
course of time, we should not keep at 
home the tremendous sums we are now 
paying as so much tribute to western 
farmers and corn producers. 

Marketing Corn Through Cattle. 

“The western farmer markets his 
corn through his cattle. That is to say, 
he places corn cultivation and cattle 
raising on a joint basis, and feeding 
the one to the other his labor brings 
several times the price than if he at- 
tempted to sell his corn on the open 
market for that commodity. 

“The Georgia farmer can pursue the 
Same method. Naturally, as the indus- 
try grows in Georgia, it will give rise 
to many large ranges with cattle 
raising as their distinct business. 

Small Farmer Wil] Benefit, 

“But the one-horse farmer, pro- 
ducing cotton for a living, will benefit 
also. He can produce a limited num- 
ber of beeves in conjunction with his 
cotton, and thus obviate conditions 
under which he now secures 10 cents 
a pound for cotton and pays 14 cents a 
pound for beef. 

“As long as this situation prevails, 
it would be hopeless to expect the state 
to attain the maximum industrial possi- 
bilities. 

Will Reduce Cost of Living. 

“As it is now, southern-raised cattle 
are sent out of the section, on hoof, 
for slaughtering and dressing purposes. 
We pay the freight both ways, stand 


the packing-house charge, settle with 
the middle man—and grumble about 
the high cost of living. 

“It will inevitably follow 


that, as 


, we provide southern packing houses 


for southern cattle, increasing our sup- 
ply of both, these features will be elim- 
inated, and that means the expense of 
daily living will come down in com- 
mensurate ratio.” 

Of Interest to All Retailers. 

“It will be to the interest of all 
rétail dealers,” he concluded, “to en- 
courage the farmers tto raise cattle 
fit for packing-house purposes. Pri- 
marily, they will increase their own 
trade and the purchasing power of' 
their patrons. The smallest country 
merchant can aid in this mission of 
establishing on a firm foundation an- 
other great southern industry.”

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BREAK IN COTTON 


AFTER BUREAU REPORT 


Was Followed by Quick Recov- 
ery—Towards Close Rallied 
From Lowest of Day. 


New York, June 4.—The cotton mar- 
két was very nervous and rregiar dur- 
ing today’s trading, the feature being 
the government's first crop report of 
the season, which was issued promptly 
at midday. The report .made the av- 
erage condition of the growing crop 
€1.1 per cent, comparing with 79.7 per 
cent last year, and a little better than 
the average of trade expectations, but 
the report On acreage, indicating a de- 
crease of 4.4 per cent from last year’s 
area, was consivered bullish, with the 
rains in the eastern belt, and probably 
helped to ateady prices at the decline. 
The market closed steady at a et loss 
of | to 4 points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to am advance of 4 
points, and after some _ irregularity 
worked up to an advance of 7 points, 
on covering for over the report, und 
moderate report from bullish sources, 
with July selling at 11.04, and Decem- 
ber at 10.91, just before the freport 
was issued. The immediate effect of 
the bureau report was shown in a sud- 
den break of several points from the 
top, and while this was followed by 
an equally quick recovery, the market 
gradualiy opened off during the mid- 
dle of tne -afternoon, under heavy 
commission house liquidation and a 
little selling by bears who argued that 
with the condition better than last 
year, the price for new crop deliver- 
les Was over a cent a pound higher. 
The market received good support on 
a scale down, nowever, and after show- 
ing a net loss of 6 to 8 points, rallied 
from the lowest on rather more ag-

STOCK SPECULATION. 


Abundant Resources Used; 
Showing Powerful Forces at 
Work During Session. 


» New York, June 4.—Powerful forces 


tion in stocks today, the volume of 
the transactions, and the sise of the 
individual operations, showing the uses 
of the most abundant resources, such 
as are commanded only by speculative 
capital which is o fthe first magnitude, 
The example yesterday or what 
could be done in the case of Southern 
Pacific brought inthe speculative’ ele- 
ment to Wall street in troops today. 
Their first efforts were direeted to 
the stocks most directly interested by 
yesterday, but they ranged up and 
down the list at will during the day, 
exploiting first one stock or group of 
stocks, and then another, using pur- 
chases of fresh selections to cover 
heavy realizing sales in others. It 
was produced by the weak tone of 
United States Steel, which sold below 
yesterday's closing price throughout 
the session. Not since May 17 has it 
happened before that United States 
Steel failed to sell higher every day 
than on the day before. This contin- 
uous advance in United States Steel 
has been the backbone of the whole 
market during that, period. Its reac- 
tion was not ascribed in the current 
opinions about the stock exchange to a 
pressure to get out of the stock at 4 
profit on the part of the long holders, 
but to be merciful, and it was consid- 
ered the politic purpose of the syndi- 
cate, which has been accumulating the 
stock for the Raris introduction, to al- 
low the shorts to cover at the existing 
levels and not to push the punishment 
cf the uncovered bears to the point 
that would threaten financial damage 
and hurt the whole market. Incident- 
ally, there were rumors afloat of a pri- 
vate settlement effected over night of 
a short:<interest alleged ta amount to 
75,000 shares, and at a price consider- 
ably above any yet touched by United 
States Steel in the market. This ru- 
mor was additionally interesting from 
the intimation that capitalists consid- 
ered high authority in the steel indus- 


In the preliminary burst 
of the day’s . speculation, Yhere were 
wide openings in Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Atchison. Besides 
the expected change of Southern Pa- 
cific preferred for common stock, there 
discussion a supposed- 
treaty of comity between the railroads 
of that group. The Northern Pacific 
influence in Atchison and the reported 
inclusion of St. Paul on behalf of its 
Pacific coast extension, were pointed 
out as confirmatory facts. This and 
the Atchison bond issues are offered 
as explanations for the eager buying 
of those securities. The new Atchi- 
son convertible bonds, when issued, 
were quoted in the curb market at 
figures to make the stockholder’s rights 
worth nearly 1 per cent. Views of 
bankers on the volatile market were 
rather cautionary in character, but 
did not extend apparently to the point 
of withholding money credits from the 
conduct of the speculation. Prospects 
are for a much smaller accession to the 
cash holdings of the banks this week 
than last. 

The gold exports and subtréasury 
operations have taken cash from the 
banks and the inflow of currency from 
the interior has been decidedly small- 
er. The net result promises less than 
$2,000,000 addition to reserves. Bond 
quotations and the increased specula- 
tive activity have involved expansion 
of loans, but foreign money markets 
have continued to place funds here. A 
sharp rise itn the London discount rate 
today might not be disconnected with 
this process. London joined in the 
buying of stocks here today, which 
helped to keep down the exchange 
rate. The constant digestion of profits 
kept the movement of prices irregular, 
but the strong dominant tone of the 
market was unchanged until the end 
of the day. 

The great activity in the convertible 
issues was the feature of the bond 
market. The tone was sfrong. To- 
tal sales, par value, $10,744,000.

TRADE OF WEEK REVIEWED 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, June 4.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that all in all the 
trade situation prevents many favor- 
able features, but there js stil] an un- 
derlying feeling of conservatism, and 
while less is heard of the influence of 
tariff changes on future trade, there 
is still apparent a disposition to await 
the outcome of present legislative ac- 
tion and a clearer view as to possible 
crop yields. 

Among the leading industries the ac- 
tivity in iron and stee] is still a sub- 
ject of interest and May busivess in 
finished lines is claimed to have sur- 
passed the like month of any previous 
year and to have been swperior in ton- 
nage placed to any month for two 
years past. There are reports, how- 
ever, of piling of stocks of pig iron at 
some large centers. Woo! is quieter, 
but no [ess strong, and reports from 
the manufacturing branches of that 
fArade and of silks and cottons are of 
considerable activity. 

Leather prices are very strong, re- 
flecting the strength of hides and re- 
ports of closely-held stocks, but shoes, 
while being ordered more freely, are 
not selling as heavily for fall as ex- 
pected. Eastern shipments are, how- 
ever, 24 per cent larger than a year 
ago. There is rather more unrest 
visible in labor circles. 

Street car strikes have affected some 
lines of trade at Philadelphia and the 
tie-up of lake commerce is not loosen- 
ed. Building matérial is active at 
many points where construction is be- 
ing pushed and the lowering of ce- 
ment prices has brought out much 
business. 

Business failures in the United 
States for the week ending with June 
3 were 191, against 205 last week. 
Business failures for the week in 
Canada number 26, which compares 
with 22 last week and 32 last year. 

Wheat, including flour exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending June 3, aggregate 2,128,- 
199 bushels, against 3,182,809 last week 
and 3.366.204 this week last year. For 
the 49 weeks ending June 3, this year, 
exports are 163,021,326 bushels, 
against 192,250,720 in the correspond- 
in eriod last year.

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s Weekly Review 
of Trade tomorrow will say that every 
test by which trade conditions are de- 
termined records improvement. In the 
iron and steel trade the progress made 
is extraordinary, and again does this 
branch of industry give a signal proof 
of its power to rise oyt of the depths 
of depression with wonderful rapidity. 
Increased orders, expanding produc- 
tion, higher prices and wages, and in 
some lines records approaching even 
the high figures before the panic—such 
are the reports that now come from 
the trade every week. Thus the recent 
progress making toward full business 
recovery in the United States is ae 
notable, and it is facilitated by favof- 
ing financial conditions. The effects 
of the late crisis are still to be seen 
in the large volume of commercial de- 
faults, although this seems a passing 
condition, as the aggregate of these in 
May was the smallest of any month 
of this year. The tariff debate is still 
on in the congress, with thé final vote 
apparently a month distant, but the 
business world, impatient of further 
restraint, shows a disposition to move 
ahead, regardless of its acflon, and the 
crop uncertainties. 

The primary dry goods market is 
firmer, although few actual advances 
in prices are to be noted. Export de- 
mand has practically ceased, and there 
is very little inquiry except from the 
Red sea, where buyers would purchase 
if prices were somewhat easiér. In 
the print cloth market, prices gener- 
ally remain steady, but wide converti- 
bles are higher. Jobbers are operating 
very cautiously on bleached goods, ard 
wash goods are moving slowly, al- 
though novelties are in good demand. 
In the woolen division, attention is at 
present concentrated on the opening 
of goods for the coming season. A 
few of the cheaper lines have already 
made their appearance and cpnsider- 
able advance business has been done 
in a quiet way.

REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, June 4.—COTTON—AI- 
though irregular, the trend of prices 
in the cotton market had been upward 
mainly owing to heavy rains in Louls- 
lana, Mississippi, Alabama, Tennessee 
and Georgia, giving rise to the belief 
that reports on the conditions of 80 to 
82.per cent were offset by rains, in 
some cases torrential, which have oc- 
curred since May 25, the real date of 
most of the favorable crop reports 
which have latterly appeared. It was 
assumed, too, that, however favorable 
the government report of June 4 might 
be, allowance in this case would have 
to be made for the fact that its data 
also would come down no later than 
May 25. In the meantime a good many 
reports of damage from the central and 
eastern belt have been received during 
the last few days. Prominent New Or- 
leans men here have insisted that the 
north and the east, as well as Europe, 
have no conception of the seriousness 
of the excessive rains in the Missis- 
sippi valley and eastward. Texas, too, 
it is insisted, in some parts at least, 
has been getting too much rain. Re- 
receipts, moreover, have been decreas- 
ing. Recent heavy liquidation has im- 
proved the technical position from a 
speculative point of view, and the 
world’s consumption of American cot- 
ton during the coming year is ex- 
pected to be unprecedentedly seh in It 
seems to be prefigured by a broadening 
of trade generally, headed by iron and 
steel.

Sugar and Rice. 

New York, June 4.—The sugar mar- 
ket has been dull and rather uninter- 
esting the past week, the hoped for 
improvement failing to put in an ap- 
pearance with the advent of June. 
Brokers in some cases talk cheerlessly 
the situation suggesting 
that tthe seven days’ shipment terms 
have resulted in loading up the retail- 
er to the limit of his capacity. Re- 
finérs, on the other hand, dispute the 
Claim that stocks in the country are 
large and seem content to bide their 
time, in the meanwhile picking up such 
cheap raw supplies as are offered. 

The season has not been a bad one 
so far, since the trade war speedily 
reached an end before profits were 
materially cut into. All that is now 
necessary is a hot summer with its 
demand incidental to soft drinks, and 
a plentiful berry and fruit crop. The 
Cuban crop is about over, and while 
distressed lots sold 1-32 cent lower 
this week, June-July shipments are 
still held at $3.98 cent basis. Although 
the total should reach 1,400,000 tons, 
no large surplus is indicated, and local 
refiners having less than eight weeks 
meltings must provide for the extra 
requirements with Javas and European 
beet sugar—possible imports of 400,000 
tons being predicted. 

The rice market was influenced by 
the holiday the past week and conse- 
quently showed a rather inactive tone, 
the buying being as a rule merely for 
absolute needs. The distributing trade 
is not stocking up at the tail end of 
the season, but comes into the market 
as requirements dictates and pays the 
dealer his price, and whatever may be 
said as to Japans, the supply of Hon- 
duras is getting scarcer, particularly 
the fancy and medium grades. Japans 
are cheap and for this season attract 
Some careful buyers, the stock here 
being ample for the demand pending 
the new domestic arop, though as us- 
ual foreign rice will be itmported to 
make good the deficiency in medium 
grades. From reports. received here 
the local trade is hopeful of a goon 
vield this year, although realizing thet 
it is too early to forecast so uncertain 
a staple as rice.
